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Community loses ‘a true gentleman’

Didsbury and area residents are mourning the loss of 
an influential man Ibis week who was the province's first 
minister of seniors’ affairs and spent years furthering 
educational goals within Central Alberta. 

Roy Brassard, former Olds-Didsbury constituency MIA 
and chairman of Chinook’s Edge School Division, lost his 
battle with leukemia on Friday, October 17 in Calgary at 
the age of 78. 

An emotional Doug Wagstaff, board chair of the 
Chinook’s Edge School Division summed Brassard up in 
two words: true gentleman. 

“Anyone that had anything to do with Roy knew they 
were dealing with a man of high integrity.” 

Brassard was born in Ontario and moved to Didsbury 
w ith his family in 1(175. Owner of Brassard Chev (lids, he 
eventually became a consultant for General Motors along 
with opening Logos Bookstore in Didsbury. 

Roy took a political turn in 11*8(5 after being elected to 
the provincial legislature to represent the Olds-Didsbury 
constituency. 

In 1997 - the same year the Olds-Didsbury riding 
merged with another riding and became the Olds- 


Didsbury-Three Hills con¬ 
stituency - Brassard was 
elected as chair of the 
Chinook’s Edge School 
Division school board. 

Brassard made headlines 
in 2006, when it was 
released that since 
Brassard was Catholic, he 
could not serve on the 
public school board. 

Though Brassard was a 
born and raised Catholic 
he did not believe that reli- I 
gion should stand in the 
way of his job. Being told 
that he could run for the 
Red Deer Separate School 
Board, Brassard felt that ROY BRASSARD 

this would be misrepresen¬ 
tation as his children had gone to the Chinook’s Edge 
School Division. 

“This is not me alone but about all current and future 
school board trustees in the province," said Brassard in a 
2006 CESD press release. “People should have the right 



to serve as a member of the public school board in their 
community without consideration to their religious con¬ 
victions. After all, we have the right to send our children 
to public schools regardless of religious background." 

The board of Chinook’s Edge School Division launched 
a complaint with the Human Rights Commission of 
Alberta arguing that Brassard was discriminated against 
under sections 4, 7, and 9 of the Human Rights 
Citizenship and Multiculturalism Act. 

Support gathered behind Brassard in this fight and he 
stayed on the board until 2007 when he retired to spend 
more time with his family. 

The Human Rights Commission case is still pending. 

Wagstaff remembers Brassard to not only be a tme gen¬ 
tleman but a committed man to the community and his 
family 

“He is going to be dearly missed, his kind and gentle 
nature was something that really stuck with people and 
our hearts and prayers go out to his family. He was a 
tremendous family man. I know it will be a difficult time." 

Brassard’s funeral is to be held at the Zion Evangelical 
Missionary Church in Didsbury, Thursday at 1:30 p.m. 

In lieu of flowers, Brassard's family is asking that dona¬ 
tions be made to the Heroes program at Westglen School.

2009. 

Council has agreed not to raise franchise fees for the 200!) 
year. 

According to Janies Reichenbacher, the town’s chief finan¬ 
cial officer, municipal franchise fees are fees paid by utilities 
to local governments in lieu of two charges: access to munic¬ 
ipal right-of-way ;md property taxes on linear property. 

These fees are collected by the utility provider from tin* 
customer and passed on to the local government. 

These lies also ensure the utility “exclusive rights" to pro¬ 
vide electricity and natural gas to that specified area 

For thi‘ 2008 year Fort is Alberta’s fee was five per cent and 
ATCO was 20 |>er cent. 

These fees will stay the same for 200!) and will not Ik 1 
increased. 

Tile fees throughout the municipalities range from zero all 
the way up to 20 per cent for Fort is Alberta and 48.5 per cent 
for ATCO (las. 

Currently Didsbury residents pay a five per cent fee to 
Fortis Alberta and 20 per cent to ATCO.

Mining co-organizer and 
meeting moderator Tracy 
Lundago said the community 
wants to heighten liear 
awareness and education, 
create a reliable and effective 
communication plan, and 
foster community spirit of 
cooperation. 

The Klkton meeting was 
called following tlie mauling 
death of Didsbury hunter 
Roliert Wagner, 48, near the 
1 jttle Red Deer River north of 
the Bergen Road on Sept. 2!). 

Tlie liear n“sponsible for 
the death was shot dead 
southwest of Sundre last 
week. Tlie three subadults 
with the liear were captured 
a few days later and have 
Ixh'ii relocated to an unspeci¬ 
fied area outside w est central 
Alberta 

“Area residents seek to 
honour Mr. Wagner’s memory 
by assuming that community 
activism and engagement w ill 
coojierate with the appropri 
ate regulatory agencies and 
respective organizations to 
create an improved aware¬ 
ness and communication 
protocol when dealing with 
dangerous wildlife. It is 
essential that from this 
tragedy comes a heightened 
and effective o Rirse of action 
and awareness," she said. 

At the conclusion of the 
mix “ting, Lundago said infor¬ 
mation gathered from the 
exit survey, and public com¬ 
ments from the meeting will 
be compiled into a public 
report, including recommen¬ 
dations.

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Richards elected MP

Newly-elected Wild 
Rose Conservative Ml’ 
Blake Richards - (lie first 
new MP in the central 
Alberta riding in 15 years 
- says he is looking for¬ 
ward to getting down to 
work in Parliament. 

Richards soundly 
defeated all challengers 
in the Oct. 14 federal elec¬ 
tion in Wild Rose, garner¬ 
ing 36,700 of 50,550 votes 
cast in the riding, which 
includes Olds, Didsbury, 
Carstairs and Sundre. 

During the campaign, 
Richards said addressing 
justice issues will be one 
of his priorities during his 
first term. 

“The first and foremost 
issue I'm hearing from 
people is the need to get 
tougher on crime," said 
Richards, “People have 
generally been pretty 
happy with the direction 
they have seen us heading 
as the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment."

Lisa Fox finished second 
with 6,390 votes, NDP 
challenger Jeff Horvath 
finished third with 4,350 
votes, Liberal Jenn 
Turcott finished fourth 
with 2,882 votes and 
Libertarian Krista 

Zoobkoff finished fifth 
with 250 votes. 

“I’m looking at the work 
ahead and that’s my 
focus,” said Richards. 
“Now I’m looking ahead 
at the task I have in front 
of me in office. I’ve 
always said it is impor¬ 


tant for me to represent 
the views of the con¬ 
stituents and the best way 
for me to do that is go to 
Ottawa and establish a 
strong presence there and 
demonstrate that I’m 
there and I’m serious and 
that I am going to be 
working hard for my con¬ 
stituents. That’s the job 
one for me." 

Richards said one of his 
first priorities will be to 
set up a communication 
system so he can keep in 
touch with constituents. 

“I would like to try to 
set up some kind of a 
mechanism whereby I can 
have hours where I’m in 
different communities, so 
people can have a chance 
to have face-to-face meet¬ 
ings with me," he said. 

“And beyond that I want 
to attend as many events 
in the riding as 1 can. I 
want to set up consulta¬ 
tion mechanisms on dif¬ 
ferent issues that are 
important in the riding, 
like agriculture. That’s 
one of the things I want to 
focus on right away."

Abundance of grizzly

I say, if you can call it a meeting, because it was touted as 
an “information" meeting, which meant we wen- lectured, 
with only selected written questions allowed, and what was 
the reason for videotaping the podium? 

The F&W brass took the opportunity from their ivory 
tower heights, to tell us yokels how to live with tx-ars.

inate the water supply. 
Reid was quick to ensure 
that they have never had 
any concerns or issues with 
the water being contami¬ 
nated its Kivell pointed out 
the ground monitoring 
wells. 

Currently there are two 
cells ill the landfill, one that 
is actively still being used 
while the other one is in the 
process of being covered 
up as it has reached its 
limit. Unfortunately, the 
cell is not only filled with 
garbage, but many recy- 
clables that could easily be 
separated from your 
garbage and dropped off at 
one of the eleven recycling 
depots. 

“...It’s all plastic, it’s 
paper, it’s all the things that 
don’t need to be in there,” 
Kivell pointed to the hill of 
garbage with a rainbow of 
plastic, paper and other 
recyclables scattered 
throughout the garbage. 

Built in 1971, the original 
landfill was just for the 
Didsbury area; it turned 
into the regional for all of 
Mountain View County 
because it was a central 
location and still had an 
operating licence still when 
the other landfills were 
closed down. 

The past year and a half 
the commission has found 
it has been going over that 
allotted amount. “The gov¬ 
ernment came to us ;md 
said you are consistently 
going over the 10,000 
tonnes, it’s time to apply for 
a licence.” 

The Class 2 licence will 
simply make it a legal site 
as opposed to being just 
registered. The landfill will 
be able to take- in more than 
the allotted amount of 
waste without having to 
haul it to the Rocky 
Mountain landfill once it 
hits 10, 000 tonnes, which it 
has had to do in the past. 

The main concern for the 
men is that there is not 
enough resource-recycling 
going on, which is causing 
the landfill to fill more 
quickly. The commission is 
not building new cells as 
the landfill has in total 12 
hectares of land registered 
to its name. Kivell men¬ 
tions that “over forty years 
there is going to be 750, 000 
tonnes of waste here." 

It has cost over $2 million 
to do what can be seen at 
the landfill currently, with 
one hectare costing 
approximately $800, 000. 
One can only imagine (he 
total cost once the landfill 
has covered the 12 hectares 
of land. 

Although Kivell mentions 
that there has been some 
resistance from residents 
because people do not 
want a landfill, one look at 
the cell that is in the 
process of being seeded 
illustrates that it will even¬ 
tually turn into a nice green 
looking just like hills. 

As the cells are eventual¬ 
ly covered in clay and six 
inches of topsoil and then 
seeded, the landfill will ulti-
